: “ARGUMENTS TO CONTINUE TODAY. 


* Mirwavxee, Wis., March 2.—[{Special.]— 
_ “This is the first tinie that any court has gone 
to the extent that this court has.”” So declared: 
Thomas: W. Harper of Terre Haute, Ind., the 
. attorney for the chiefs of the railway organi- 
gations represented on the Northern Pacific 
railway system, in his opening argument be- 


strike order which has been construed to 
prevent for ail times the employés of the 
Northern Pacific company from striking. 
‘This is the order which is the subject of a 
Congressional investigation and which is cer- 
tain to have @ hearing in the United States 
Supreme Court in the event that Judge Jenk- 
ins refuses to modify it as asked for. The 
arguments were not completed when court 
adjourned this afternoon and will be contin- 
ued tomorrow. 

“TI think you are mistaken,” replied Judge 
Jenkins in reply to the remark quoted. Mr. 
Harper repeated his assertion. He had found 
and gould produce authorities to prove his 

statement, he said. ** This is the first time 
that thig idefitical question had ever been 
faised,” he thundered. “Under no circum- 
stances should your Honor have granted this 
injunction.” 

“Mr. Harper then referred to the Toledo and 
‘Aon Arbor case in which he had been counsel 
and which, he said, was an entirely different 
ease. There the men were enjoined, not from 
quitting and striking, but from boycotting, 
and Judges Tafft and Ricks. Mr. Harper con- 
tinued, admitted that the men hada right to 
quit the service of the road in, aright and 
decent manner. i 
Who has ever questioned that right?” 
asked Judge Jenkins. 

‘Attorney Harper held that such was the 
purport of the order. It even went further 
and enjoined the men from even talking about 
quitting. Mr. Harper cited a supposititious 
ease, and referred to the ‘encyclopedia of 
law,” causing the opposing counsel to smile 
broadly. Mr. Harper claimed that it was a 
personal right of the men to work or loaf as 

they saw fit, and no law could prevent 
them, and he continued with his criti- 
cisin of the petition when Judge Jenkins 
aguin interrupted and questioned the fairness 
_ of his construction of the petition and order. 
Mr. Harper was profuse but intensely ear- 
pest in his explanation. “ [am employed by 


» the chiefs of the railway organizations in this 


ease,” said he. .* Thereare 821,000 railroad 
employés in this country, and lam appear- 
ing for thein aud not only for the Northern 
Pacific trainmén. It is a vital questioa to-all 
of them. IfI am giving constructions that 
the court did not intend, Iam glad ofit. I' 
will uphold me in my claim that the order 
was issued inadvertently, Judge.” 
What the Word “Strike” Means. 

Mr. Harper’s reference to the court ‘as 
“ Judge ” edused everybddy to smile. It was 
evident that Mr, Harper was not in the least 
overawed by the dignity of the court.

“The receivers came into court and‘

road. Mr. Harper then read the injunctions 
issued in accordance with the petition and in- 
dicated the particular portions which the men 
asked to have expungea, These were as 
follows: 

And from combining and conspiring to quit, 
with or without notice, the service of, said receiv- 
ers with the object and intent of crippling the 
property in their custody, or embarrassing the 
operation of said railroad; and from combining 
or conspiring together with others, either jointly 
or severally, or ‘as committees, or ‘as officers of 
any so-called labor organization, with the design 
or purpose of causing a strike upon the lines of 
railroad operated by said receivers; and from or- 
dering, recomniending, ajiproving, or advising 
others to quit the service of the receivers of tne 
Northern Pacific railroad company Jan. 1, 1894, 
or at any other time; and from ordering, recom- 
mending, advising, or approving by communica- 
tion or otherwise, the employés of said receivers, 
or any of them, or the Northern Pacific railroad 
company, to join in a strike on said Jan. 1, 1894, 
or at any other time; and from ordering, recom- 
mending, or advising any committee or commit- 
tees, or class or classes of employés of said re- 
ceivers to strike or join in a strike Jan. 1, 1894, 
oF at any other time. 

Men ‘Were Not Malicious, 

Mr. Harper insisted that the -petition was 
improper, as it did not show that irreparable 
injury would be done. There was not an 
allegation in the petition of the receivers 
that if the men did quit their places could not 
be filled. There was no malice shown, but on 
the other hand it showed that the men were 
making a lawful preparation to oppose an un- 
just schedule. The receivers alleged that if 
the men joined in a strike it would cripple the 
road. The men were not quitting or striking 
for that purpose. 
injunction would have beer perfectly proper. 
But this was not their purpose; it was to resist 
an unjust schedule. The erippling was merely 
an incident. 

After his running argument with the court 
Attorney Harper passed to the inter-State 
commerce act and showed its relation to.labor 
unions. He also quoted from the laws of 
1885 and 1886 giving laboring-men the right 
to combine, It gave them the right to say 
that if the receivers could not pay them fair 
wages then they could not accept what was 
offered to them. The court concurred ib the 
statement. The question of wages, the con- 
ditions of labor, and the hours of work were 
all that the men contended for, Mr. Harper 
Again thé court agreed with the 
attorney. 

Attorney Harper explained the duties of the 
chiefs-of the iaboring-men with regard to the 
strikes, holding that it was fair and legal for 
them to talk and advise with the men. The 
injunction, he said, would not hold even if 
there was an intimation of crippling the road 
on -purely technical grounds. He insisted 
that the injunction in so compelling the men 
to.work was Contrary to the Constitution and 
defined the laws regarding slavery, applying 
‘them to the present case. 

‘The men are now working,” said Mr. 
Harper, ** not because they want 'to work, but 
under the mandate of the court, and that was 
why he appeared and wanted all that portion 
of the injunction relating to quitting the 
service expunged. If the court would take 
the position of Judge Don Pardee and give 
the men the right to quit rightly and decently 
that was all they wanted. 

Charles Quarles. aiso,appearing for the em- 
He confined 
hitnself to the law on the subject and his ar- 
gument was one of extreme interest and re- 
markable for its thoroughness and applica- 
tion. The terms of the injunction were so ex- 
ceedingly broad, he held, that they were di- 
rected against a strike for any purpose what- 
ever and were not confined to any pretext in 
the petition. 

' Judge Jenkins interrupted with: 
me your definition of a strike.” 

Ihere were numerous definitions, Mr. 
Quaries responded, and he proceeded to give 
them. What might be legal for one' man to 
do, he said, might be illegal in a confederacy. 
It might be legal for one man to pray for 
rain, whereas it m'ght be illegal in a prayer 
meeting, or vice versa. Judge Jenkins inter- 
polated quizzically, ‘‘ It would probably be 
ineffectual in either case,’’ to which the attor- 
neys laughingly assented.

Judge Jenkins wanted to know whether the 


attorneys knew of a strike where the men 
reaily wanted to strike with the honest  pur- 
pose of quitting. The’attorneys were forced 
to give it up. . They could not say with refer- 
ence to the “honesty of purpose to quit.” 

** Did the men have the right to use the 
power of combination as a leverage to carry 
their purposes?” Judge Jenkins asked, and 
Attorney Quarles replied ‘that if they¢ had 
then the injunction should not stand, intimat- 
ing that otherwise the injunction was proper. 

‘* Have they a right,”’ the court asked, “to 
combine and conspire with a view to enforce 
demands, to coinpel compliance to demands, 
by saying. ‘ We shall cease to work and you 
shall be injured so you shall have to comply,’ 
without having an honest purpdse or inten- 
tion to quit?’’ . 

The question was put sloWy and distinctly 
and caused gomething of a sensation, and Mr. 
Quarles showed a desire to get around it by 
the statement that if they quit they would 
lose the power of the threat. © | 

Then Judge Jenkins made an unexpected 
remark. ‘If the. employés waat to quit and 
go to Texas,” said he, “* they have a perfect 
right to do so, either s:ngly, in groups, or in 
a body.” | 

‘‘Well, that’s what we want,’ ejaculated 
one of the chiefs. 

Judge Jenkins again made the statement, 
and said there was nothing in the injunctions 
that would” prevent the men from quitting 
honestly and with the purpose of going away, 
but, he said, they must not in any way inter- 
fere with the operations of the road. 

Mr. Quarle> maintained that a strike might 
be legal or illegal. [f it were instituted for 
the purpose of gaining an advantage for the 
strikers it would be legal, but if the intent 
were to injure somebody else it would be ille- 
gal. The men had a right to strike as long as

they did not trespass on the rights of others, © 


and in this case they would not trespass on 
the rights of the receivers any more than the 
receivers had trespassed on their rights. The 
Federal ccurts had even recognized the right 
of their men to induce others not to enter the 
employ of the company, the only restriction 
— that they must not use violence. 
Receivers Present Their Side, 


J. H. McNaught, in opening the argument 
for the receivers, said the counsel who jpre- 
ceded him’ had misunderstood the court. It 
was not intended to limit the right of em- 
pluyés to quit. The counsel on the other side 
wanted the door locked after the horse had 
been stolen; that the men should be allowed 
to quit, to strike, to advise others uot to 
work, to cause irreparable damage to the 
people along the 4,400 miles of road, and 
then bring them in here_on a citation.

IS CRUSHED BY SNOW. 


ST. MARY’S OHUROH, AN OLD LAND- 
MARK, DESTROYED. 


The Oldest Roman Catholic House of Wor- 
ship in Northern Tlinois, Situated in 
the Burial Ground South of Highland 
Park, Succumbs to the Elements—Built 
of Logs by Early Settlers, It Shelters a 
Little Congregation Nearly Half a 
Century=History of the Old Church. 

The oldest Roman. Catholic church edifice 
in Northern Illinois, old St. Matry’s in Lake 

County, was crushed and destroyed last night 

by the weight of rain-soaked’snow that had 

accumulated on its roof. The church, which 
was built in 1837, was situated in the Catho- 
lic burying ground one mile south of High. 
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ST. MARY'S CHURCH, BUILT IN 


land Park. It'was one of the most interest- 
ing structures in the vicinity of Chicago. It 
was built out of massive rough logs and at 
the time of itg erection sheltered at Sunday 
mass a congregation much larger than that 
which gathered fora similar service in Chi- 
cago, ) 

The only Roman Catholic church in this 
city at that early period was the mission of 
St. Mary of the Lake at Lake and State 
streets and under the spiritual direction of 
Father St. Cyr. The history of the Catholic 
Church in Chicago says the Catholic popula- 
tion of Chicago at that time was about 200 
and consisted chiefly of French-Canadians, a 
few Americans, one German, and several 
Irish families. 

Old St. Mary’s Church was a picturesque 
building, but one which would never have been, 
taken for a church were it not for the white 
gravestones that dotted the grass about its 
door and for the tottering wooden cross that 
for a half century surmounted its portal. 

Many German and Irish Catholics took up 
farming lands in the early days north of Chi- 
cago, among ~the latter being Francis Gal- 
lagher, whose widow, Ellen Gallagher, is still 
living. Mrs. Gallagher, who resides at No. 
944 West Taylor street, wears an old-setiler’s 
badge bearing the date 1835. She worshiped 
for many years in the structure that has just 
succumbed to weather conditions and knows 
its history thoroughly.. 

First Worshipers in the Church, 

Among the early Catholic settlers who were 
either instrumental in building the church or 
who gathered under its roof for worship with- 
ina few years of its building were Francis 
Gallagher, Daniel McAdams, Nicholas Rec- 


| tenwald, Francis McGovern, Peter, Henry, 


Frank, and John Loesch, Patrick and James 
MacAvoy, Anthony Sullivan, James Mooney, 
and Jacob Koller. Descendants of nearly all 
these early communicants at the altar of St. 
Mary’s are still living in the neighborhood of 
the old churchyard. 

The father of Nicholas Rectenwald gave 
the land upon which the building was erected 
for church and burial purposes. Two acres 
more were purchased and added in later 
years. The heavy logs for the four walls of 
the church were cut find hauled from the then 
heavily-timbered land west and north of the 
present site of Highland Park. A rough win- 
dow was let in through the logs over the altar 
and others were hewn out at the sides. Three 
logs smoothed with an adz formed the steps 
leading up to the doorway. When the church 
was first built it was nearly as rough inside as 
out, snowy napery covering an altar of unorna- 
mented wood, while the seats for the worship- 
ers were the roughest kind of benches. 

As the years went on and as the condition 
of the parish bettered the interior was re- 
fitted and beautified. Mass was sung during 
the first ten years of the church’s existence 
not oftpner than once a month, Father Stab- 
bard, who had several missionary parishes un- 
der his charge, being tlie célebrant. 
ward services were held evéry two weeks, and 
still later the good Catholic could hear mass 
every Sunday if he so desired, though it is only 
within the year that the Highland Park parish 
has had a resident priest. - 

Consecration of the Ground. 

One of the most interesting features of the 
church and its little graveyard wasa massive 
wooden cross hewn out of) great logs which 


| was planted in the ground almost opposite 


the entrance of the sanctuary and at the fur- 
ther side of the burying ground. This cross 
fella yearago after having weathered the 
storms of half a century. The logs that 
formed the cross were cut from the heaviest 
timber on the Gallagher land. Great cere- 
mony attended the erection of this emblem of 
the faith. An itinerant missionary priest 
was going through the then unsettled country 
for the purpose of erecting these crosses at 
stated places. In some localities where there 
was no church these crosses did service as 
praying places for thé faithful. The day of 
the planting of the cross in the churchyard 
near what is now Highland Park the Catholic 
communicants were gathered from all points 
for miles about. It was Lady day, and after 
a nvass in the church the people knelt on the 
sod while the priest consecrated first the 
cross and then the burial ground so that it be- 
came **God’s acre.’’ The first burial in the 
newly consecrated ground was that of Patrick 
MacAvoy, one of the earliest Roman Catholic 
settlers in Northern [llinois. 

More than twenty years ago the congrega- 
tion, feeling the need ofa larger and better 
church building, erected St. Mary’s Church 
on one of the main streets of the City of 
Highland Park. Fopr years ago next month 
this second church was destroyed by a tor. 
nado whith swept through Highland Park. 
Since then a larger church structure has been 
erected and a resident priest, Father Madden, 
secured, 

At the time of the completion of the second 
church in 1874 the altar of the old church 
wa3 taken out and solemnly burned in order 
that the wood which composed it might never 
be put to base uses. The church was then 
left.uncared for anda prey'to the elements, 
which have just com passed its destruction.

FALSELY. IMPRISONED FOR YEARS. 


Hugh -Bryce’s Shocking Allegations of Mal- 
treatment in Mexico, 

Ex Paso, Tex., March 2.—Hugh Bryce, who 
says he is a nephew of Senator Brice and who 
arrived today from Mexico, says he was ar- 
rested four years ago in Mexico for a murder 
he knew nothing of and suffered great tor- 
ment. .He left Pueblo, Colo., where he had 
been a foreman of the railroad shops of 
Stearns & Rogers, and when he arrived in 
Puebla, a city west of the City of Mexico, he 
says he was arrested on the charge of hav- 
ing murdered a prominent Mexican. The 
murder occurred nearly two years before he 
went there. He says he was thrown into 
prison and his feet chained. He was never 
allowed to speak to an American, and he 
could not speak Spanish. He wrote letters to 
the American Consuls at Mexico and San 
Luis Potosi, but never got a reply. To his 
frequent letters to his wife and other friends 


he had no reply.. This ee ae 


his letters were intercepted, .He ; 
called out for trial,. At last he obtained. his 
liberty, he says, by paying the Mayor of ‘the 
town $8,000 and the Chief of Police $1.000. 
Bryce is going to Washington to'press a claim 
against the Mexican Government for dam- 
ages. He is known to Masons here as being a 
thirty-third degree Mason, a shriner, anda 
member of. the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. Bryce appears to be almost 
crazed with joy at being again on American 
soil, and his only desire seems to. be to find 
his wife, who, he expects, to arrive tomorrow 
from Omaha, Neb. 


TAKEN INTO THE INSURANCE UNION, 


Four “ Excepted Cities,” Including Chicago, 
Admitted at the St. Louis Meeting. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., March 2.—[Special.}—The- 


semi-annual meeting of the Western Union of 
Insurance Managers closed ata late hour to- 
night. The most important business was to 
take the four “excepted cities,’’ Cincin- 
nati, ‘Chicago, Cleveland, and St. Louis, 
into the union as far as _ practices 
and regulations are concerned, but 
the local boards of underwriters will stiil 
have the right to ‘ix rates, and this, according 
to rome of the delegates, was the only way in 
which the question of rates was touched upon 
atall. The question of danger from electric- 
al wires was again discussed and a resolution 
adopted urging the municipal councils of the 
different cities to enact ordinances 
regulating the work of electrical 
construction men, The cities will be asked 
to direct how wires shall be strung and license 
the installers to perform their work in uccord- 
ance with law, much as plumbers are now 
licensed.

PACKING COMPANIES CONSOLIDATION. 


Old Rumors Afloat Again Only to Be De- 
nied Absolutely. 

Rumors were current on the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday that negotiations were in 
progress for a consolidation of packing com- 
panies. The names of half a dozen men 
were mentioned. In some degree the 
rumors were revivals of stories current 
from time _ to time on the Stock 
Exchange and\in speculative circles, only to 
be denied by the people most mterested. The 
fact that several of the companies are owned 
jointly in England and America and that the 
destruction of competition bya process of 
amalgamation is popular with English 
financiers, it is thought, has , furnished 
a basis for these rumors. Representa- 
tives of. a uumber of large packing 
companies denied that there was any truth in 
reports. Levy Mayer, attorney for the Chica- 
go Packing and Provision company and sev- 
eral other of the large concerns at the Stock- 
Yards, said: ** The rumors are devoid abso- 
lutely of fact, They are revivals of old and 
idle gossip on the Stock Exchange started by 
men who are ignorant of the facts.”’ 


WARNED OF A PLOT TO BURN A CHURCH 


The Rev. Father McMahon Appeals to 
Rockford Police for Protection. 

Rockxrorp, Iil., March 2.—[Special.]—

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FINDS DEATH A VEIL, 


SOCIETY LEADER KILLS HERSELF TO 
ESOAPE EXPOSURE. 


Mrs, Percy Ireland of Cincinnati Commits 
Suicide, Complaining of Her Mother's 
Cruelty—Investigation Shows That, Gav- 
ing Spent Large Legacies Prodigally, 
She Forged a Note Against Her Mother 


to Get Money for Her Approaching Mar-| 


riageNotifies Friends of Her Purpose. 


Cincinnati, O., March 2.—[Special.]|—The 
social world was startled today by the suicide 
of one of its leaders, Mrs. Percy Ireland. 
The deed was committed in her bedchamber. 
at her splendid hume at the corner of Gilbert 
and Woodburn avenues, Walnut Hill. The 
apparent and generally accepted cause of the 
act was fear of her exposure for having forged 
a note against her mother, Mrs. Joseph 
Sellew. | 

Mrs. Ireland’s husband had left her only a 
moment before and was at the breakfast table 
when he heard a muffled sound like the report 
of arevolver. Mr. Ireland sprang ftom the 
table and ran up-stairs. He found his wife 
covered up in bed, and when he tore the cov- 
ering away there was a rush of smoke. 

Mrs. Ireland was in flames and in her hand 
she clutched a revolver. Mr. Ireland ex- 
tinguished the blaze and then saw his wife 
was bleeding from a wound in the left breast. 
Two minutes later she was dead. 

Examination showed that she had taken one 
of her husband’s revolvers and placing the 
muzzle against her left breast, fired it, the 
ball passing entirely through her body and 
coming out on the left of her spinal column, 
The weapon had been hidden by Mr. Ireland 
the night before but she had succeeded in 
finding _it. For some days Mrs. 
Ireland had been telling her friends 
they would hear from her soon. Yesterday 
several of them received letters saying she 
would be dead by the time they read the let- 
ters, that she was tired of the cruelty of her 
mother, Mrs. Joseph Sellew, and intended to 
take her life. ‘To some of them she also sent 
packages of clothing and presents. - 

Her First Suicidal Attempt. 

Mrs. Ed W, Denham, who received one of 
these missives, hurriedly went to the house 
and found the place tightly locked. She 


telephoned for her husband and Mr. Ireland } 


and when they came the door was foreed. Mrs, 
Ireland was found lying on her bed in 
a semi-conscious condition, while two gas 
jets were turned on {ull force. On a table 
was an empty morphine bottle. A doctor was 
éailed and when sufficiently restored Mrs. 
Ireland said she had taken four and one-half 
grains of the drug and then turned on the 
gas. “You've made a big mistake,” she 
added. **Why couldn’t you let me die.” 
Mrs. Denham remained with her all lagt 
night. 

Mr. Ireland’s two pistols were hidden in 
another room. This* morning whgn her 
husband ‘started down-stairs for  break- 
fast she called him over and_ kissed 
him. She said: “Now, dear, you 
go down tothe dining-room and get some- 
thing to eat and I will join you in a moment.” 
Hardly had Mr. and Mrs. Denham and Mr. 
Ireland seated themselves when Mr. Denham 
rose up with the exclamation: ‘‘I heard a 
pistol shot from Mrs. Ireland’s room,” He 
ran up-stairs and made tle terrible discovery. 
In Mrs. Lreland’s room was found a large box 
of clothing addressed to Mary Crittenden of 
Elizabeth, N. J. A letter was found in which 
she stated to Mrs. Crittenden that she was 
going to die on account of the negiect 
of her mother, Another letter addressed to 
Mary 8. Decamp, an intimate friend, was 


plained of her mother’s alleged mistreatment. 
A third letter addressed to Attorney H. T. 
Loomis asking him to sell her effects and out 
ofthe proceeds to pay what she owed her 
mother was also discovered in the room, 

Mrs. Ireland -was the daughter of Joseph 
Sellew, once one of the wealthiest hardware 
merchants of Cincinnati. He died a few years 
ago. The daughter married a Mr. Her- 
vey. He died. over a year ago, and about 
six weeks ago the widow married Percy Ire- 
land,book keeper for the Russell-Morgan Print- 
ing company. In January, 1892, Mrs. Ire- 
land inherited $22,000: from her father’s 
estate. She began to give large donations to 
logal churches and charities and finally ran 
through the legacy. Her mother, who is one 
of the wealthiest women in this county, gave 
her $7,000, most of which went to settling 
debts. 

- KFergery for Wedding 'Money. 

In less than two years Mrs. Ireland had 
spent $30,000. When her wedding was 
approaching recently Mrs. Ireland found 
herself out of funds. She forged her 
mother’s name to a $500 note and sold it. 
When the note fell due the other day Mrs, 
Sellew paid it but said nothing to her daugh- 
ter. It is supposed that fear of the discovery of 
her crime preyed on Mrs. Ireland’s mind and 
made her insane, 


Mr. and Mrs. Ireland seemed happy in their 


domestic affairs. Their home at the corner 
of Gilbert and Woodburn is magnificently 
furnished, while both the husband and wife 
moved in the most aristocratic circies in the 
city. ‘Mrs. Ireland was 27 years oid and 
a most beautiful woman. In all social affairs 
for some years past she wasa leader. Until 
her first husband died any affair of the local 
400 would have been lacking without her 
presence. When Hervey died she turned to 
religious and charitable works, and was equal- 
ly prominentin them. She was the main 
support of the Baptist Church in Norwood. 

Mrs. Sellew, the mother, said tothe Coro- 
ner that her daughter no doubt killed herself 
as the result of worry over a note 
of $500 she forged on her (the mother) 
some time ago. She _ stated that her 
daughter had been a spendthrift and had 
squandered $29,000 that she had got by in- 
heritance and otherwise since Jan. 1, 1892. 
She herself had given her some $7,000. Mr. 
Hervey, her first husband, died ignorant of 
the fact that his wife was livmg beyond her 
means. This extravagance had continued 
since her second marriage six weeks ago and 
ali her money was gone.

We did 
what was necessary, andin a short time the 
eye was removed by Dr. Van Hook, professor 
of surgery in: the Post Graduate Medical 
achool. Mrs. Solomon was able to stand 
trial arid was sent to Kunkakee. *

- when she left the hospital. A short time aftet 
that [gvas in Kankakee and was inforrhed that | 


her eyé had been removed there, I showed 
them the bill of Dr. Van Hook for removing 
the eye at the hospital, and Dr>Warner, an as- 
sistant, said that was better evidence than the 
statements of his men. 

‘There were no conveniences. Patients 
had rooms where glass could be reached and 
ther® was no place where a patient could be 
kept without danger to himself or others. 
The straps used were the same as those used 
elsewhere. Most patients arrived at the hos- 
pital in a bad shape and did not receive their 
injuries at that place. 

‘* My orders were never to allow a man in 
the female ward. I know of but few cases 
where this was not regarded, and those were 
when patients became so violent as to be un- 
manageable. Then the physicians and the 
clerks were called before any others.”’ 

Warden Monroe of the County Hospital, 
who is likewise in charge of the Detention 
Hospital, said last night: **I know ‘nothing 
about the charges made. The commitice met 
here Thursday and looked into the matter. I 
was not present at that meeting. The *com- 
mittee informed me that the charges had 
nothing to do with the present management.” 

Dr. Fortner, who is Dr. McGrath's succés- 
sor, said that he found the institution in good 
shape when he took charge. Since he came 
on duty all the attendants had, he said, at- 
tended strictly to their duties and had done 
good work.

One of the Misses Korten testi- 
fied that while she was confined at the Deten- 
tion Hospital Miss Shine had called in two 
men to undress her. Miss Korten was natur- 
ally seared out of her wits. The men, she said, 
‘did not unhook her skirt, but simply tore it off. 
All she had on then was a short underveat, 
and in this scanty attire she was made to go 
to bed. Of course she screamed, and then she 
claims one of the nale attendants struck her 
in the chest. Her case was a pitiable one. 
The sisters were sent to fhe hospital for treat- 
ment because they were insane from grief. 
Their sister had died or had drowned herself, 
and this deranged their minds. 

‘* Mrs. Black’s statement was to the effect 
that while she was an inmate of the hospital a

Furthermore he undertook to 
lecture the Republicans for not be.ng pres- 
ent to make @ quorum Friday evenings when 
pension bills are the only subjects debated. 
This brought out a sharp rejoinder from 
Mr. Funk. who asserted in the most positive 
manner that ,yhe and other Republicans had 
kept coming to the Capitol to attend evening 
sessions until they found their efforts blocked

quorum.’’ Sich talk was not relished by the 
gentleman from Virginia, and he stalked 
across the dividing line between the two par- 
ties in the House, shaking his tist menacingly 
at the Illinois Congressman for having the 
temerity to dispute the assertion df “a 
Southern gentleman, sah.”

trom the net assets is to be deducted $97,-

INTER-STATE LAW AMENDMENTS, 


Sly Operations of Railway Representatives 
at the National Capital. 

Wasnineton, D. C,, March 2.—[Special. ]— 
In a quiet way the railroads are putting the 
finishing touches to the destruction of the 
idter-State commerce law. Their first point 
was gained months ago when the Senate Com- 
mittee on Inter-State Commerce was fixed 
for them in the reorganization which put the 
Democrats in control. They also managed 
to get a friendiy committee in thé House... It 
may be recalled that some necessary amend- 
ments to the inter-State law were beaten in 
the last Congress because Cullom’s commit- 
tee. would not amend the law just the way the 
railroads wanted it. The Presidents of all the 
big companies came to Washington and told 
how anxious they Were to coéperate in carrying 
out the law and iow glad they would be to use 
their influence towards its enforcement if 
some amendment§8 were made. Cullom’s 
committee formulated the amendments, but 


they looked to the interests of the public as. 
well as of the railroads, and the zeal of all | 


big railroad Presidents for amendments sud- 


denly cooled, They are now working to get | 
pooling legalized. The way they put it is to- 


restrict and limit pooling. There are some 
good friends of the inter-State law who are 
willing to have the prohibition of pooling 
wiped out, but when they come to settle on 
the restrictions under which pooling shall be 
conducted they find that what the railroads 
want is something entireiy different. from 
what they have in mind. Today George R. 
Blanchard of Chicago took up most‘of the 
time before the Senate committee in explain- 
ing what is wanted from the standpoint of the 
rafiroads. Chairman Butier heiped him out 
with many leadimg question, all of which 
squinted at puoling, and Senator Gorman 
nodded his approval. 


BRANCH MINT AT LINCOLN PROPOSED. 


Mr. Bryan Wants a Coinage Mill at the 
Capital of Nebraska.

tingerit fund of the House, and with leave to such 
subcommittee to sit during the session of the 
House and hold sessions in Chicago in case it 
may deem it necessary; and that the committee 
be authorized to empioy a stenographer ; the 
cost of such investigation not to exceed $1,500, 
orso much thereof “as may be necessary, to be 
paid by the Clerk of the House to the Chairman 
of such committee or subcommittee from time to 
time on production of proper vouchers, 
Subsequently it’ was ascertained that the 
members of the committee would in all prob- 
ability comprise Messrs, Bankhead of Ala- 
bama, Bretz of Indiana, and Cadmus of New 
Jersey, Democrats, and- Mercer of Nebraska 
and Wright of Pennsylvania, Republicans.

The action of the Government of India in 
placing a duty of 5 per cent on silver, as 
stated, was'a subject of some chat in banking 
circles.

During the last year, 
and especially during the hard times 
of last summer, the Indian Government 
attempted to fix the price of Council 
bills in the London market at arbitrary rates, 
which were usually above the market price 
efor silver in ounces. ‘The effect was that the 
English importer of Indian wheat instead of 
remitting for the wheat in Council bills went 
into the bullion market and bought silver. 
Although insurance and freight were added, 
he was‘enabled to land it in India at a net fig. 
ure below the cost of Council bills. So long 
as the Indian Government thus attempted to 
keep silver on an artificial basis, it was said, 
the importer and specuiator were each given 
a chance to get silver into India at a profit. 
The} steady flow of the white metal to that 
country forced the imposition of a duty. Said 
a banker yesterday: 

The duty may not stop the exportation of sil- 
ver to India. Silver in London has declined 
while this duty has been under discussion, so that 
part of the duty has come off the price of 
bullion. It is among the possibilities that while 
the India Government may add something to its 
Councu bills under the import duty, the addi- 
tidn may be met by a corresponding decline in 
the price of bullion.

To Reorganize the Navy. 

Secretary Herbert has submitted to the Sen- 
ate committee on Naval Affairs a bill for the 
reorganization of the navy. It provides that the 
active list of the line of the navy shall consist of 
twenty Rear Admirals, sixty Captains, one hun- 
dred Commanders, seventy-four Lieutenant-Com- 
manders, two hundred and fifty Lieutenants, 
seventy-five Lientenants of the junior grade, and 
anumber of ensigns sufficient to maintain ‘he 
total nuniber of officers of the active list of the 
line, including the officers appointed for the vol- 
unteer seryice, as pow fixed by law. Provision is 
made that officers now on the active list ap- 
poined from the volunteer service shall continue 
on that list. Promotions shall be made in the 
reguiar order and there shall be graduated from 
the naval academy not more, than thirty-five 
cadets each year to fill vacancies.

QUITS TAMMANY HALL 


REPRESENTATIVE DUNPHY ~ DE- 
NOUNOES ITS OORRUPTION. 


Will Not Be Identified with an Organiza- 
tion That Colenizes Voters and Stuffs 
Ballot- Boxes = Stingthg Censure from 
an Unexpected Quarter=Chicago Great 
Westefn Injunction Arguments Being 
Heard=Stokes Buys the Hoffman House 
-McKane’s Prison Fare. 


_ New Yors, March 2.—[{Special.]—Repre- 
sentative Edward J. Dunphy, who represent- 
ed the Eighth District of New York in Con- 
gress, has resigned from the General -commit- 
tee of Tammany Hali‘and wnttena long let- 
ter recitmg his reasons, He is severe_on 
Tammany and its methods. He said tonight: 
““My reasons for resigning are set forth 
fully in my letter of resignation. 
I am unalterably opposed to colonization, 
false registration. illegal voting, and false re- 
turns. Any organized body thaf encourages 
or approves or will not prevent such wrongs I 
am opposed to. and will not be #& member of. 
The influences that now control the Tammany 
Géneral committee of my district seem to 
care nothing for the sanctity or effectiveness 
of the ballot. Large majorities only 
are wanted. and that, too, I believe, irre- 
spective of the method or practice adopted. 
When I went home from Washington last 
October to register I saw a wonderful sight 
indeed. Some of the principal streets in my 
district seemed to be alive with idlers and 
miserably-clothed, shivering tramps. The 
corners in Park Row, Chatham Square, New 
Chambers street, Bowery, New Bowery, and 
Worth street seemed to be infested with these 
mniserable-looking creatures. Iam told that 
they could be seen every day until election 
was over. ‘Then these idlers and tramps dis- 
appeared like the snow before the sun. Two 
days after election you covldn’t find a dozen 
of these fellows with a search light.” 

The angriest man in New York today was 
Mayor Thomas F, Gilroy. A report was cir- 
culated to the effect that ** Richard Croker, 
Mayor Gilroy, Thomas B. Crimmins, Justice 
Patrick Divver, peneny Se amene James d. 
Phelan, and William H. Burke would arrive 
in San Francisco today over the Santa Fé 
road and that a vessel had been chartered by 
them to take them out of the country ata 
moment’s notice.’”’ It was said they were 
fearful of sharing John Y. McKane’s fate. A 
San Francisco mewspaper came out witha 
vositive announcement té the above effect. 
When shown the above dispatch today Mayor 
Gilroy became indignant. * It is an infamous 
lie from beginning to end,”’ he said. Mayor 
Gilroy intends to start for Caiifornia Mon- 
day. He will join his wife and daughter, who 
are now stopping at Coronado Beach, near 
San Diego, Cal. He expects to be gone about 
three weeks. Mr. Croker is now on his way 
to California.

IS PROTECTING THE SMALL FRY. 


Reasons Given for Asking for the Chicago 
Great Western Injunction, 


New Yors, March 2.—[Special.]|—A mo- 
tion was argued at length today before Judge 
Patterson in the Supreme Court Chambers in 
behalf of James M. French for an injunction 
against the Chicago Great Western railroad. 
Chicago, St.“Paul and Kansas City railroad, 
Metropolitan Trust company, and others. 
The injunction prayed for is braad and sweep- 
ing. . Mr. French is a darge bondholder of the 
Great Western and the Chicago, St. Paul and 
Kansas City companies, and sues on his own 
behalf and that of other stockholders. It is 
sought to have the Great Western com- 
pany enjoined from retaining possession 
or operating the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Kansas City road, and that 
under a lease, or *“ pretended lease,’’ as it is 
characterized in the complaint, dated June 
30, 1892, the Great Western company be re- 
strained from collecting or in any way inter- 
fering with the earnings and receipts of the 
Kansas City company. Itis further asked 
that the Metropolitan Trust company and 
Robert B. Bensen, the trustees under the 
mortgages, be directed to commence at once 
suits to foreclose the mortgages mentioned in 
the complaint, to sell the property and to dis- 
tribute the proceeds among the holders of the 
first mortgage bonds of the Chicago, St. 
Paul and Kansas City, and the Minnesota and 
Northwestern railroad com panies. 

It is asked, in addition, that the Manhattan 
Trust company be restrained from further 
participation in the alleged scheme set forth 


-in the complaint, and from performing any of 


the obligations of the trast .deed of Nov. 2, 
1892, and that the Great Western company 
be enjoiuéd from executing any mortgage de- 
signed to secure the payment of the princi- 
pal or interest upon any bond or other obli- 
gation purporting to be a prior lien upon the 
property pledged to secure the payment of 
the first mortgage bonds of the Chicago, St. 
Paul and Kansas City or Minnesota and 
Northwestern railroad . 

Mr. French claims to have received author- 
itative information that at arecent meeting of 
the stockholders of the Great Northern com- 
pany, held in London, it was reported by the 
Chairman of the Finance, committee to the 
holders of the debentures and preferred stock 
that the company was greatly in need of 
funds and that a loan of £80,000 had been 
raised upon the pledge of debenture stock of 
the company, and thata resclution was passed 
instructing the ‘Finance committee to pre- 
pare a scheme for raising prior lien 
bonds to be a_ first charge upon 
the property pledged to. secure the payment 
of the first mortgage bonds of the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City and the Minnesota 
and Northwestern railway companies. 
This.scheme was to be submitted at a subse- 
quent meeting of the company. It is claimed 
that thé carrying out of this alleged scheme 
will greatly impair the value of the first mort- 
gage bonds of the two railroad companies, 
Mr. Treadwell Cleveland made the argument 
for the injunction and Julien T, Davis op.

BOSS M’KANE EATS, PRISON FARE, 


Is Anxious About Smallpox and Works in 
the Tailor Shop. 

New York, March 2.—This morning when 
the convicts in Sing Sing prison were 
marched from their cells to the lower dock 
the last man on the lime was John Y. McKane. 
His hands rested on the shoulders of a horse 
thief. McKane, with his companions, filed 
into the large breakfast-room and. sat down 
on a rude wooden stool, In front of him was 
a tin cup wit a pint of black coffee made of 
burnt bread” crusts and two slices of un- 
buttered bread. This was McKane’s ,first 
breakfast in prison. Uniike * Biff” Ellison 
and Francis Weeks, MeKane ate his break- 
fast. As soon as breakfast was over McKane 
was marched to the cloth shop, where he 
was placed in the hands of the instructor who 
was to give him his first lesson in cutting 
‘trousers. McKane spent a sleepless night in 
his cell,and was one of the first men up 
when the gong was sounded in his gallery. 
He,anxiously inquired if there was any dan- 
ges of the smalipox spreading. He was told 
not. McKane brought up a certificate from 
his physician, Dr. Hill of Gravesend, saying 
‘that McKane was suffering from heart trouble, 
lung trouble, and kidney disease,

FOUND DEAD IN A HOTEL ROOM. 


Man Supposed to Have Lived in Chicago

found dead in his room at the Gedney House 
this evening with a bullet hole through his 
head. The body was on the floor rolled up in 
a quilt, which had been taken from the bed, 
and a revolver, which had evidently dropped 
from the dead man’s hand, was close by.

There 
was nothing in his conduct to excite a sus- 
picion that he contemplated the taking of his 
life or was in trouble of any kind, and he was 
apparently not under the influence of liquor. 
A chambermaid announced this evening 
that she could not get intohisroom. The 
clerk opened the door with a pass-key and 
found Hammond dead on the floor. - Nothin 
was found by which he could be identified 
His clothing was marked “T.S. H.” The 
money in his pockets amounted to $3. Ham- 
mond was well dressed, six feet tall, had a red 
mustache, and was probably 45 years old,

GENERAL NEWS OF NEW YORK, 


Health Commissioner Aroused by an Ef- 
fort to Use Bituminous Coal. 


New York, March 2.—[{Special. }—Health Com- 
missioner Dr. Edson was considerably worked up 
today over the discovery that a bill had been in- 
troduced in Albany which, if it became a law. 
would result in soft; or bituminous coal, about 
which there has been so much trouble with the 
New York steam companies, being commonly 
used in the city, The bill says that no person 
shall use bitumimous coal for the purpose of 
making steam unless the furnage in which the 
coal is burned is so arranged that at least 75 per 
cent of the smoke is consumed and prevented 
from entering the atmosphere. Measures will 
be. taken at once by the health department to de- 
feat the act. 


Church of the Covenant Property Sold. 


The Church of the Covenant and the parsorfage 
adjoining, at Thirty-fifth street and Park avenues, 
was today sold at private contract to a syndicate 
of property-owners organized by Douglas Robin- 
son Jr. for more than $300,000. ‘Rumors have 
been current that it was to have been purchased 
with a view to erecting an eight-story apartment 
house. This did not meet the wishes of the resi- 
dents of the neighborhood, which is exclusive in 
its character, and Mr. Robinson formed a syndic- 
ate to head off the project. 


Cheap Water Supply. 


The fact was established today that at least 
one connection existed between the Brooklyn 
City water mains ahd the supply pipes of the 
Long Island Water company in , & New York, 
which placed the water company in a position to 
obtain, without payment, 40,000,000 eubic feet 
of water annually. The value of this amount 
of water is $30,000. This connection has existed 
at least ten years. so it is possible for the com- 
pany to have defrauded the city to the amount of 
$300,000.

MOB USES THE TORCH. 
STRIKING MINERS SET FIRE TO THE 
OABIN OREEK BRIDGE. 


Mob at Eagle Outnumbers the Militia and 
Is Better Armed—Crowds of Strikers 
Gathering with the Intention of Mak- 
ing an Attack—Fears of Trouble After 
the Funeral of the Striker—Prospects 
for Coal Mining in Ohio and Indiana 
Not Bright—Other Labor News. 

CHaRLEston, W. Va., March 3.—A special 
at 2:30 a. m. states that thirty men had fired 
the Cabin Creek bridge at about 2 o’clock. 

No hopes of saving it. 


; CHARLESTON, W. Va., March 2,—A telegram 
ust received by Gov, MeCorkle since mid- 
night, from Division Superintendent J. M. 
Gill, now at Coalburg, sixteen miles above 
here on the Chesapeake and Ohio, says that 
the strikers from the mines near there are 
congregating in large numbers, swearing that 
they will burn the rgilroad bridge on the 
branch that runs from Coalburg to the Acme 
mines. The object in burning the bridge is 
ta prevent coal being shipped from 
the Acme mines and thus to stop 
the miners from working. The men there 
have been working for some . time 
at a reduction. Immeédiately upon -receipt 
of the telegram Gov.-McCorkie ordered out 
three more companies of military with or- 
ders to proceed at once to Cabin Creek. The 
companies ordered were the Huntington com- 
pany, the Hinton company, and the Rouce- 
verte company. Sheriff Silman also sum- 
moned a posse of men and proceeded on a 
freight train to the scene of the tréuble. 

Martial law has been declared at Eagle and 
the town is under military authority. At noon 
today Gov. MacCorkle receiyed a dispatch 
from Maj. Banks, in command of three com- 
panies of volunteers there, that the Sheriff 
had asked that other troops be sent to Powell- 
town to protect life and property, as it was 
threatened with violence. Powelltown is five 
miles from Eagle,off the line of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio up Armstrong Creek. The Powell- 
town miners went to work .at reduced wages 
several day» ago, and the Eagle and Mont- 
gomery strikers are threatening to drive 
them out. Gov. MacCorkle telegraphed Maj. 
Banks that he would not send troops unless 
absolutely certain that the Sheriff with a 
strong posse was unable to maintain order. 
W. T. Atkins, the rioter who was killed in 
Wednesday’s fight at Eagle, will be buried to- 
day, and it is feared that the strikers may be 
aroused by inflammatory speeches at his 
funeral. Gov. MacCorkle has three other com- 
panies in readiness to march at short notice 
and says he is determined to use every effort 
to prevent violence, The strikers now out- 
number the troops and have Winchesters, 
while the militia have old army muskets. 

Armed Miners Gathering. 

Three hundred men are reported to have 
come over from New River and there are 
fears of other bands joining the strikers. At 
9. o’clock tonight everything is quiet 
at Eagle. The Governor. igs in 
close communication with the military 
and nothing has been received relative 
to any difficulty. He received a telegram at 
7:30 from the Sheriff of Fayette County at 
Powellton saying he was guarding the prop- 
erty thers with a posse of men, and that 
while there had as yet been no attack 
made by the strikers from Montgomery 
he believed the report that they 
were advancing in both directions 
to attack from front and rear was correct. It 
is not likely that there will be serious trouble 
there, as the men are not so incensed against 
the proprietors of the Powellton mines as 
they are against Wyant, the operator at 
Eagle. 5 

The situation at Eagle 1s threatening. A 
prominent citizen of this city who has been 
there for two days returned tonight and said: 
‘** On the surface everything is quiet at Eagle, 
but in the opinion of those best acquainted 
with the situation trouble would result 
within twenty-four hours if the troops were 
withdrawn. There.is a very bitter feeling 
against Wyant, and a dozen miners with 
whom I talked today said while troops sére 
there no demonstration would be made, but 
when the military were gone Wyant would be 
‘filled.’ These were sober, conservative 
men, and they meant all they said.”’ 

. Two detectives were in the mass-meeting 
held Tuesday just before the attack was made, 
and they have the names of the three ring- 
leaders, as weil as eighty-three others who 
took part in planning the attack. It is pro- 
posed to have the J lee of the Circuit Court 
in session at Fayetteville issue bench warrants 
for the men at once. 


SITUATION IN OHIO NOT BRIGHT. 


Miners in Massillon District Circulating 
Subscription Papers. 

Massriio0Nn, O., March 2.—[Special.]—The 
most significant development in the miners’ 
lockout which has continued since Feb. 19 
was the circulation today of subscription 
papers asking for aid for destitute families, 
and the sale by the county of bonds for 
$18,000 for the purpose of refilling the de- 
pleted poor funds. The operators have today 
addressed a letter to their employés in which 
they reiterate their refusal to arbitrate the 
question, ** because any decision adverse to 
the producers will necessarily result in closing 
the mines.”’ “This conclusion was reached, the 
operators say, ‘after consideration of the 
wage question and. the cost of mining 
as compared with the wages and cost 
elsewhere. They claim to be at a 
great disadvantage in competing with other 
mining districts. With the differential of 15 
cents per ton, they claim, the markets would 
be ciosed against them, and their miners 


would be no worse off in locking themselves, 


out than they would be.to win their point 
and secure no work. Dispatches sent 
from Cincinnati yesterday obecure the situa- 
tion, The real facts are these: -The standard 
rate of mining in this State has been reduced 


‘within a month from 70 to 50 cents, and the 


organization has left it to the subdistricts to 
accept this or not as they choose. In most 
instances it has been accepted. In Jackson 
County, however, owing to the higher prices 
that coal commands, the miners have resisted, 
and 4,000 are on strike. This standard min- 
ing rate extends over the State, except in the 
Massillon district, where 15 cents has always 
been added to the prevailing rate heretofore. 
This the operators decline to' pay, and the 
2.800 men employed refuse to accept the 
lower terms offered. : 

Pomeroy, O., March 2.—Practically all the 
coal mines in Pomeroy Bend are shut down, 
throwing several thousand men out of em- 
ployment. Ata conference of miners and 
operators this afternoon a reduction of 28 per 
cent was offered. A strike is probable. 

Texre Hautes, Ind., March 2.—[Special. }|— 
The Bituminous Miners’ State convention ad- 
journed today, continuing the 70 cents-a-ton 
contract for mining until May 1. The State 
Executive committee, which had 
mended a small

Michigan Has Many Unemployed Men, 

Derrorr, Mich., March 2.—{Special.}—The 
State Labor Bureau has given out the results of 
the inspection of factories in Michigan, comnari- 
sons being made with a year ago. Of the 2,066 
factories inspected, 377, comprising some of the 
largest and most important, were idle alto- 
gether. Of those running there is shown a loss | 
to labor of 82,627 hours per week on account of 
short hours. Compared with full time this 
represents 48,752 menidle. This is more than 
43 per cent of the whole number reported as em- 
ployed. There has been an average reduction of 
wages in factories visited_of 9.5 per cent. There 
was a loss to labor of 1,763,060 working days of 
ten hours each, exclusive of the cut in wages.

ence vreliminary to a reconsideration the 
Secretary, Mrs. Fixen, by some mistake 
addressed her communications to the Sec- 
retary of the Manufacturers’ Association. 
He replied promptly, complimented the 
women on their fairness, and asked thata 
hearing be given the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. before they took any aetion, The 
Women’s Alliance met yesterday and rescinded 
its former action. They condemned the ac- 
tien of manufacturers who were attempting 


to nullify the law. 2 :

JUBAL A. EARLY DEAD. 


DEMISE OF THE DISTINGUISHED OON- 
FEDERATE GENERAL

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After a Lingering l1ness, He Passes Away 
at Lynchburg, Va., at 10:30 O’elock 
Last Night, at the Ripe Old Age of 
Seventy-eight—His Career a5 a Poli- 
ticlc:an and Soldier=Personal Charac- 
teristiceeKnown as “Lee's Bad Old 
Man”<—Other Obituary Matters. 


Lyncupurc. Va., March 2.—Geny Jubal; 
A. Early died tonight at 10:30 o'clock. 
He passed away quietly in the presence'of his 
family and physician, his kindred and several

intimate friends. “*The old General seemed 
aware of his approaching end early in the 
day. Before noon he called for the morning 
papers, as was his invariable custom, and at- 
tempted to read, but found that his sight was 
failing, Soon after, he extended his hand’ to 
Senator Daniel and calmly said: 

‘I want to tell you good-by, Major.” 

He then told his nephew, Caball Early, 
farewell, after which he dropped into a quiet 
slumber. Later in the day the dying veteran 
asked Senator Daniel not to leave the room, 
as he wanted to talk with him- about certain 
arrangements; but from that time he suffered 
such intense pain that he did not revive the 
He. met Weath unflinchingly, with 
his hand resting quietly in Senator Daniel’s. 

Sketch of His Life. 


Jubal Anderson Early was born in Frank- 
lin County, Va., Nov. 8, 1816. His boyhood 
and youth were spent in the neighborhooa of 
his birthplace. He: graduated high in his 
class from West Point in 1837, and at once 
received a commission ae Lieutenant of Ar- 
tillery in the United States army. He en- 
tered active campaigning against the Semi- 
snoles in - Florida for about a year, when 
he threw up his commission and commenced 
to practice law in his native State. Being of 
‘an excitable disposition and loving excite. 
ment, he entered politics, and in 1841 was 
electéd to the Virginia Legislature, which at 
that time was considered a position of much 
higher honor than now. In 1843 he was 
electéd Commonwealth’s-Attorney for Frank- 
lin County, which position he held until the 
outbreak of the Mexican war, when he re- 
signed to accept the commission of Major of 
a regiment of volunteers. 

This regiment was known as the Ham- 
Tramck Regiment, and was made up mostly 
from citizens from the counties of Berkeley 
and Jefferson, in what is now West. Virginia. 
It included one company of 107 men under 
Capt, Boyd,-and ot the 107 there were over 
sixty of them: more than six feet tall. This 
regiment waa not actively engaged in the 
Mexican war, and held a positien on the Rio 
- Grande to protect the communications of the 
rezwular army operating in the interior. 

Here itis said that Maj. Early contracted 
rheumatism, which has caused him to walk in 
a stooped position since the writer has known 
him. The disease was, it is said, caused by 
jumping into the river to rescue a soldier who 
ha@accidentally fallen in. Whether this is 
true or not I cannot say. I have never heard 
Gen. Early s of it. He was engaged in 
the battie of Monterey, and at the close of the 
war was made Governor-General of tnat city 
by President Taylor. 

Floating Wines in Skins. 


Of his experience while in Monterey the 
writer has heard him tell manyjinteresting an- 
ecdotes. One of his experiences while there 
was that when drinking of pulque wine had 
become very prevalent among his soldiers he 
ordered that it should not be brought into the 
town and took stringent measures to enforce 
this'order. Notwithstanding this fact, how- 
ever, drinking continued, and he was at a loss 
to account for the source of supply of the in- 
toxicants until by dint of much persevering 
he discovered that the native women were 
it in skins on a small stream which 
enter the town, and the soldiers would 
fish it from the water. His active duties in 
Mexico having ceased he returned to Virginia 
and was once more elected Commonwealth's 
Attorney for the County of Franklin. He 
heid this office until 1852. He then prac- 
ticed iaw until the civil war became immi- 
nent. He was opposed to secession. 

As to the civil war and the important part) 
played by ** Lee’s Bad Old Man,” as Early 
was called, in contradistinction to Jackson, I 
will pass over the first three yaars and confine 
myself more strictly to the last two years of 
it, when he took his most conspicuous place. 

We tind him at Gettysburg in the hottest of 
the fight, and nearly every one is familiar 
with his work*there from his official reports 
of that memorable campaign published in the 
Southern Magazine in September and Oc- 
tober, 1882: Then, at the battles of the 
Wilderness and around Spottsylvania Gourt- 
House, Hanover Junction, and Cold -Harbor, 
and then of operations against Hunter in the 
valley ; then of his defense of Lynchburg, the 
base of supplies of Lee’s army. then before 
Grant in front of Richmond, and of his pur- 
suitof Hunter to the Kanawha River. his 
march down the valley, and his pperations 
in Maryland, Monocacy. operations in 
front of Washington, the return to the 
Valley, the battle of Kernstown, expedition 
into Pennsylvania and Maryland, the burning 
of Chambersburg, retreat to Fisher’s Hill, 
battle of Winchester, retreat up tne valley, 
battles of Cedar Creek, and the minor opera- 
tions that preceded it and the final opera- 
tions of the closing yearofthe war areal) 
eee of history and will not be gone into 

ere, 

A Voluntary Exile. 


The war over and Lee surrendered. Early, 
afteralong and dangerous ride from Vir- 
ginia through the States of North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, and Texas, without giving 
his parole to the United States authorities. left 
the country, a voluntary exile, rather than 
submit to the rule of his enemies. 

At one time during the war Gen, Early was 
carried out of Charleston barbor:in a mer. 
chant vessel owned“ by Northern men and 
commanded by Cupt. Deshon, who, while em- 
ployed by a Northern corporation, was a 
Southern sympathizer and a great admirer 
and friend of the General.’ He was the 
father of the opera-singer Deshon, who carries 
with him always a small dagucrroty pe of his 
father- taken with Gen. Early, and 
this, he says, is the only picture he has of his 
father. I have heard the Old War Horse fre. 
quently ,speak. of Deshon, and recall the ¢ 
picture and time the same was taken. IT 
have also heard’ the Generel tell: how Capt. 
Deshon was discharged. from the command 
of the vessel for flying the Soutnern flag from 
his ship while the vessel was at some South 
American port, probably Rio, and was after. 
wards reinstated on account of his efficiency 
as a navigator. 

Capt. Thomas Ed Franklin, who served 
Gen. Lee as a courier, says that on one oc. 
casion he was sent with a dispatch to Gen. 
With’ little difficulty the Captain 
found Early superintending the opening of a 
fight. Gen. Early was exposed toa raking 
fire at the time, and sheli and balls were fiy- 
ing thickly. He walked up to Gen, Early and 
delivering his message said something to him 
with regard to the risk he was running. The 


_ General said nothing in reply and the Captain 


said he noticed a tobacco barn near and con- 
cluded that while waiting for the Genera!’s 
reply, behind it was the safest position he 
eould find. He started towards it and had 
nearly reached his destination when a sheli 
struck the barn and totally demolished it. 
He looked around and saw Early still stand- 


ing unconcerned, with the m es 
allaround him, and he then changed: his 
mind and got as close to the General as pos i 


sible, thinking that'in all probability this, 
after all, was safest place for him. 


Cast His Fortune with Maximilian, — 
of the war Early went to 
Mexico to cast hig fortunes with Maximilian, 
but arrived too late and then went to Europe. 
He returned’ to Toronto, Canada, and while 
there wrote for gratuitous and private cir- 
culation “A Mejnoir of the Last Year of the 
War for ap An Nake in the Confederate 
States of America,”’ | 
After living there for several years he came 
South, and in company with Gen. Gustave T. 
Beaureggrd su Antended the drawings of the 
Louisiana State Lottery. His interest in the 
drawings Was very great, and the effect of the 
approaching & wing always affected‘ him, 
| and he séem more animated just before 
the time came for him to make his 
é monthly ip to New Orleans from this 
place t atany other time. For this busi- 
ness he received the linmense salary of $25,- 
000 per annum. A large portion of this sal- 
ary was expended by him in charity. No 
widow or urphan of the Confederacy could 
appeal to him in vain. ._He would sometimes 
show to his intimate friends the letters of ap- 
peal he received from his pensioners, but 
would invariably refuse to allow any publica- 


tion of ther, 

‘He was a warm supporter of the Democratic 
cause and contribut liberally to campaign 
funds. Some years ago the Australian baliot 
system was inaugurated here by the Demo. 
crats for usé in the primaries of the party, 
and each voter was required to prepare his 
ballot in the private compartment of the 
booth. This afrangement made the General 
very angry, and he at first refused most posi- 
tively to. vote in the manner prescribed. 

Some years ago a block of buildings owned 
by Gen. Early on Main street was burned and 
only the walls were left standing. The Gen- 
eral’s office was in one of the buildings, and 
several days after the fire he went down and 
entered the dismantled building. _ While in 
there rummaging around for some old papers 
and books the walis fell ih with a tremendous 
crash, and it at once became circulated that 
he had been, crushed by them. Search was 
immediately made for the body, but instead 
he was found safe and sound with only a few 
scratches. He -was protected by several 
beams, which in falling had formed a sort of 
screen over him, 

His Favorite Resort. 

The office of the Daily Virginian prior to 
the sale of the paper was his favorite resort, 
and every day between 12 and 2 o'clock he 
could be found there in company with Col. L., 
S. Marye, telling jokes and comparing expe. 
rience. He was a close reader of the news- 
papers, and woe to the editors of the papérs if 
he should happen to find any errors of any 
sort in the make-up, His keen eye would dis- 
cover the slightest irregularity, and they 
would be sure to hear from him. 

One of the General’s pet abominations was 
the reunions of the Blue and the Gray, and 
Marye would frequently twit and tease him 
about them on every occasion. I have seen 
them wax wrathy over these little jokes of 
the Colonel, and oh one occasion they actually 
caine to blows, the old General using his 
heavy walking-cane over the Colonei’s head, 
who retaliated With the toes of his boots on 
the General’s ghins. Nothing could shake 
his friendship for ‘* Mary,”’ as he called him, 
however, and the severest quarrels would 
almost invariably end in a quiet julep to- 
gether, Another one of his great friends was 
‘the late Daniel A, Wilson of New Orleans, and 
a year the latter would visit Lynchburg 
and his old fellow-soldier and friend. ‘These 
were pleasant days for them both, and they 
spent their time together living over the 
scenes of the war. Itis said that Wilson was 
the only mahin Early’s command who was 
notafraid of him, and that they ‘‘cussed”’ 
each other from Staunton to Winchester dur- 
ing'the iate unpleasantness. 

The three greatest men,in his estimation, 
developed in the war were Lee, Jackson, and 
Davis. For them he had the most profound 
respect, 

Early was gifted with a most remarkable 
memory and eduld recall the minutest de- 
taile of all of hi§# engagements in war and his 
adventures in péace with ease and accuracy, 
and in such language as tormake him a_ most 
pleasant entertainer, He cared little for so- 
ciety and always reftsed to allow himself to 
be made much of. He shrunk from news- 
paper notoriety, and everything that was pub- 
listed about him was without his consent and 
with his positive disapprova!. 

Personal Characteristics, 


Asaman he waa abrupt in his manners, 
utterly fearJess, generous to those h2 consid- 
ered deserving, plain spoken, a good writer, 
and a brilliant conversationalist. Strange as 
it may seem to some who have heard so much 
about him, he was very familiar with the 
scriptures, ahd could pick and give most any 
one points on biblical history. Under his 
abrupt exterior there; were many fine and 
noble traits of character, which he spent 
most of his time trying to conceal, His 
desire was to be ee as he was, and 
he took every pains to see that no one 
ehould think better of him than he really 
was. In this way he was known to very few, 
but to those he wiil live iong in their memo- 
ries for the good that was in him. 

In the battle os Williamsburg, May 5. 1862, 
he received a wound that was supposed to be 
mortal. He was promoted Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, and in May, 1863, commanded the di- 
vision that he.d the lines eat Fredericksburg 
while Lee was fighting the battle of Chancel- 
lorsville. He aiso commanded a division at 
Gettysburg. 

In 1864 he was ordered to the Valley of the 
Shenandoah, where his operutions were (at 
first successful. In July he crossed the Poto- 
mac, gained -the battle of Monocacy, ana 
threatened Washington, but was obliged to 
retreat. Toward the end of the month a por- 
tion of his cavalry advanced into Pennsyl- 
vania as far as Chambersburg, which, by his 
orders, they burned. He was afterward—19th 
of September—def@ated by Sheridan on the 
Opequan, and again at Fisher’s Hill, three 
days later, 

On Oct. 19 Gen, Early surprised the Fed- 


eral forces at Cedar Creek in the absence of 


| Gen. Sheridan, but the latter having arrived 


in the afternoon, rallied his army and man- 
aged to bé suceéssful. Gen. Early lost some 
of his artillery and trains. In March, 1865, 
he was defeated by Gen. Custer at Waynes- 
boro and a few days hater he was relieved by 
Lee from the command in the wg, 

A Gen. Lee said in his letter of. March 30, 

865. 

‘* Your reverses in the valley; of which the 
public and thé army judge chiefly by the re- 
sults, have, I fear, impaired your influence 
both with the people and the soldiers, 
and would greatly add to the difficulties 
which will, under any circumstances, atiend 
our military opetations in Southwestern Vir- 
ginia. While my own confidence in your 
ability, zeal, and devotion to the cause is un- 
impaired, I have, nevertheless, felt that I 
could not oppose what seerns to be the cur- 
rent opinion without injustice to your reputa- 
tion and injury to the service.”’

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GOING. HOME TO VOTE. 


IOWA LEGISLATURE ADJOURNS FOR 
THE MUNICIPAL ELEOTIONS. 


Vigorous Opposition in the House in 
Which the Liquor Question Is Made an 
Issue Develops a Close Vote = Little 
Legislation Expected Aside from a Re- 
vision of the Whisky, Revenue, and 
Koad Laws = Miscellantous Political 
News, , 


Des Motngs, Ia., March 2.—[Special.]— 
Both houses of the Legislature adjourned to- 
day until next Tuesday. The municipal elec. 
tions are held throughout the State Monday 
and the’ members desired to be at home that 
day. Ia the House the motion to adjourn nar- 
rowly escaped being defeated. The opposi- 
tion was led by Representative Trewin and he 
made the point that members should vote 
their own opinions on temperance legislation 
and not go home to get muddled up by 
the differing opinions of their con- 
stituents. The local optionists gen- 
erally opposed adjournment, while the 
pronounced prohibitionists, led by Chairman 
Funk, favored it. When the roll was con- 
cluded the motion was defeated, but before 
the vote could be announced a number of 
Democrats who had voted in the negative 
changed their votes. They were followed by 
several muict taxers, and adjournment was 
finally carried by a vote of 49 to 43. This is 
not exactly a test vote, ag one or two local op- 
tion men voted for adjournment and some 
prohibitionists opposed it, but it shows the 
sentiment of the House on the question. 

In the Senate the motion to adjourn was car- 
ried with little debate, and the temperance 
question was not madean issue there. The 
discussion of that question in both Houses 
will come up shortly after the Legislature ré- 
convenes, and itis thought it will requirea 
week or ten days to get a vote. With the‘tem- 
peepee question out of the way there will be 

ittle else to do-except to pass the appropria- 
tion bills, 


Bill for Revenue Revision. 


There seems to be a good deal of question 
in regard fo the final pa e of the bill for 
the revision of the revenue laws, and several 
days may be devoted to its discussion, In 
addition, the bills for the revision of the road 
laws will be considered, and possibly passed, 
but aside from these measures but little legis- 
lation may be expected. It is believed that 
unless there shall be a protracted discussion 
of the temperance question there will be an 
early adjournment of the Legislature. A reso- 
lution was offered today in the Senate provid- 
ing for final adjournment March 23. 

The feature of the session today was the prac- 
tical defeat of the woman’s suffrage scheines 
now before the Legislature. Senator Rowen, 
who introduced the resolution for a constitu- 
tional amendment granting suffrage for wom- 
en, also had a bilito confer upon women the 
right to vote at school elettions. This bill 
had been reported favorably by the Commit- 
tee on Elections, but was referred to the 
Judiciary committee to examine into its con- 
stitutionality.

In the Senate bills were introduced by 
Garst to provide for doubling the length of 
terms of county officers, and by Harper to re- 
peal the section of the code which compels 
directors of independent school districts to 
raise money by levy to pay interest on bonds 
even it the electors of the district have voted 
against such levy. The Committee on Con-

Conditional Pardon for Brooks. 


The resolution recommending the pardon 
of Thomas Brooks, who is serving a sentence 
in the penitentiary for murder, on condition 
that he abstain from the use of intoxicati 
liquors was pussed. Senator Harmon’s bil 
to provide for the establishment of a Board 
of Library Trustees in cities ot the first class 
was passed. Senator Lewis’ bill for the bet- 
ter security of depositors in State banks was 
passed. It provides that no director or trustee 
of a State bank shall receive any pay for his 
services, and.the funds of the bank shall only 
be used for regular business transactions; all 
loans to directdrs or officers of the bank shall 
be upon the same security as when to other 
parties and shall be in strict conformity with 
the rules of the bank; the total liabilities to 
any State bank of any person or corporation 
shall at no time exceed 20 per cent of the 
capital stock paid in. ‘ 

In the House there was a long discussion on 
Representative Sawyer’s bill providing for 
the payment of a bounty of one cent per 
pound on all sugar manufactured in the State 
from beets grown within the State. It was 
finally defeated. An attempt Was made to se- 
cure the passage of a bill to’ remove the dam 
across the Des Moines River at Bonaparte, and 
to appropriate $25,000 to pay the damages 
caused by such removal, The bill was indef. 
initely postponed. |

Coron, March 2.—The British warship Cleo- 
patra arrived here today from Bluefields, 
Mosquito Territory, Nicaragua, and sodn 
after it reached this portit became known 
that its commander had landed ana left there 
an armed force of eighty men, ten officers, 
and three boats, with instructions to protect 
the Mosquito Chief against any attempt upon 
the part of the Nicaraguan Government to 
break the treaty of 1860, securing, to the 
former autonomy. Upon the demand of the 
British commander the state of siege 
or martial law was withdrawn, and 
the Cleopatra came here in order 
to cable to the Admiral in command of the 
British fleet at Jamaica for instructions. 
Shortly afterwards the Cleopatra began coal- 
ing, and as soon as it received an answer to 
the cable message sent to Jamaica the war- 
ship hurriedly got up steam and put to sea 
again, returning to Bluefields tonight. 

New York, March 2.—A. D. Strauss, the 
Nicaraguan Vice-Consul, after reading the 
above dispatch, said: ** Well,,that is a very 
plausible story. You-see. about three wecks 
ago a lot of drunken negroes arrived in the 
Mosquito Territory from Jamaica and got in a 
row with: the Mosquito Chief, who is a 
worthless, drunken, good;for-notning fel- 
low and very illiterate. They raised a 
great deal of disturbance, to the annoy- 
ance of traders residing there, the ma- 
jority of whom are Americans, and 


P of the remainder the British traders are in 


the mirfority. Although the territory has had 
its autonomy secured by treaty the Nicara- 
gue.n Government decided to protect the resi- 
dent traders.and declared martial law.” 

Sir William Booker, British Gonsul, said: 
**T bave not heard anythimg in reference to 
the matter, but in my opinion the rights of 
the Mosquito Territory are protected under 
the treaty equally by Great: Britain and 
America.”’ 


UNCLE SAM'S EYE IS ON BLUEFIELDS. 


The United States May Become Involved 
th the Nicaraguan Troubles. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Mareh 2.—The report 
that the British warship Cleopatra has landed 
troops at Bluefields, Nicaragua, and inter- 
fered in the dispute between Nicaragua and 
the reigning ‘Mosquito Chief Clarence is re- 
garded with keen interest in Washington. al- 
though so far this government has taken no 
step beyond keeping informed of the progress 
of events through reports from Mr. Braida, 
the United States Consul at San Juan del 
Norte. The point involved in the present 
dispute is not new, but because of the fact 
that Bluefields, only sixty miles distant from 
Greytown, the eastern terminus of the Nica- 
ragua Canal, occupies a location of great 
strategic importance toward that project, it 
may be that the United States will becotne in- 
volved in the dispute in the future. 
Certainly this is hkely to be the case 
if the British go beyond the point of 
asserting a protectorate? and seek to secure 
possession of the place, 

The latest official news received here from 
the United States Consul at San Juan del 
Norte is of the date of Fe® Gand 10. He fe- 
ports that 200 Nicaraguan soldiers were 
about to Jeave for Bluefields to overthrow the 
Mosquito’ Government. This force occu- 
pied the town Feb. 10. The Mosquito chief 
lodged a protest with the British Consul at 
San Juan del Norte, Mr. Bigham, and be- 
sought his assistance in recovering his rights. 
The United States Consul says it is believed 
the Nicaragua Government does not intend to 
incorporate the Mosquito country by force, 
but that an assembly of ail Indian chiefs will 
be called to choose anew council and mu- 
nicipal authorities, 

When the British Government relinquished 
to Nicaragua and Honduras its protectorate 
over the Mosquito gountry by .the treaty of 
1860, it was with a ‘condition that the Mos- 
quito Indians should be permitted to main- 
tain their own government. Under color of 
this article the British in times past have in- 
tervened between the Indians and Nicaragua. 
But the United States Government has 


always insisted that the British had absolutely , 


lost all claims t6 @ protectorate and that 
Nicaragua held absolute sovereignty over the 
Mosquito country. In.zecent years the native 
Mosquito, population at  Bluefielas has 
practically disappeared and the town has 
fallen into the hands of Jamaica negroes and 
other British subjects, who have ,directed the 
government and established British forms of 
law. The Nicaraguan Government has been 
desirous of asserting its sovereignty over the 
place, and it was probably,an attemptof this 
kind that caused the lancing of British troops.

His conduct in maintaining peace in La 
Paz with his régiment of Cuirassiers led to his 
appointment as Minister of War by President 
Morales. When the latter was assassinated by 
one ef his officers in 1872 Daza distinguished 
himself by insuring the transmission of the Pres- 
idency to the legal incumbent, Sefior Tomas Frias. 
He was a candidate for the Presidency in 1876 
against Dr. J. N. Santipdnez. The government 


favored the latter and was about to count him_ 


in when Daza, who was the Minister of War, 
seized the government as by right without the 
formalities of law. Daza remained President 
until 1879, when he was deposed and was forced 
to flee the country. When he was fleeing from 
Bolivia he endeavored to find a refuge on board 
the United States steamer Alaska, but the Cap- 
tain refused to allow him on board.

‘PEER INTO SMALLPOX. 


DOOTORS COME TO OHIOAGO TO IN- 
VESTIGATE THE DISEASE. 


| Members of the Boards of Health of Ad- 
joining States Meet Here on Cali of Dr. 
Brobst of Ohie to Inquire as to the 
Prevalence of the Malady and Methods 
for Its Prevention—Commissioner Reyn- 
olds Appears Before Them—Agree That 
Reports Had Been Exaggerated, 


Members of the Boards of Health of several 
adjoining States are now in Chicago to inves- 
tigate the prevalence of smallpox in this city. 

In the early part of this week the State 
Bourd of Indiana met at Indianapolis to dis- 
cuss the epidemic at Muncie and to consider 
the reports of the condition of affairs in Chi- 
cago. 


the city officials were sending the 
tramps into the adjoining States, 
thereby threatening to spread the disease all 
over the country. At one time during the 
session it was seriously suggested that the 
State quarantine again&t Chicago. Before 
taking any definite action it was decided to 
send a cominittee of the board to Chicago to 
investigate the condition of affairs. The 
committee has been in the city since 
Wednesday pursuing its work. While 
the Indiana Board. was taking up the 
question Dr. Prohst of Ohio, Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, hearing thé same ex. 
‘aggerated reports of Chicago, and having 
traced four cases of the disease ip his State to 
this city, sent a telegram to the State Boards 
of Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin, and Michigan 
to meet him in Chicago on Friday and confer 
with him over the situation and to suggest 
measures of stamping out the disease and to 
prevent its spread to other localities. 

In the preliminary and informal meeting of 
the morning the visitors said they had been 
led :to. believe that the condition of affairs 
about the local Health Office was deplorable; 


to cope with the disease: and that vaccination 
had never been made compulsory in the in- 
fected districts. They asserted that if the re- 
ports they had heard were true something 
would have to be done by the local authorities 
and the State Board to protect the adjoining 
States from the spread of the disease or else 
they would protect themselves by quadrantin- 
ing against Chicago. ? 

r. Metealf of the Indiana board said he- 
fore the evening meeting: ‘‘We have noth- 
ing to submit to the local authorities. We 
come here to find out the exact situation and 
have no charges to make, except those that 
have appeared in Chieago papers. It was as- 
serted in several Chicago papers that the city 
had sent some infect patients out 
of the State. and that the Northwestern 
railroad was gomg to enter suit against the 
city for thus exposing its empioyés and 
patrons tothe disease. We went to learn té- 
night if these charges are true. Our action 
will depend upon the measures that the city 
authorities are pursuing. It is not true that 
the Indiana Board has seriously discussed 
quarantining against Chicago. That report 
was all talk.”’ 

Dr. Reynolds was present at the conference 
at the Grand Pacilic last night and preseated 
the situation in Chicago from the incipiency 
of the disease. The conference was held be- 
hind closed doors, and at the adjournment all 
of the gentlemen were reluctant to speak 
about the discussion that took place. Dr. 
Probst of Ohio, who cailed the conference, 
said: “We came here to learn 
the exact condition. We received that 
information from Commissioner Reynolds. 
I aim satisfied that the danger is not nearly so 
great as I had been !ed to believe. Dr. Rey- 
nolds has told uy about his methods. That is 
all we wanted toknow. We returned him a 
vote of thanks. As tothe future, some sug- 
gestions were made and plans discussed, some 
of which may be put into operation- but I am 
not at liberty to inform you concerning 
them.”’ 

Dr. Metcalf of the Indiana board only re- 
peated what Dr. Probst had said. Hede- 
clined to indicate whether or not his board 
would carry out its threat of quarantining 
against the city. ‘** We came for information, 
and got it,”’ was his reply to all queries. 

Commissioner Reynolds said he had met 
the gentlemen and given them all the infor- 
mation congerning the work of his depart- 
ment, and they had expressed their thanks for 
his information. Nothing was done in the 
way of agreement as to future action.

The Republican Aldermanic primaries will 
be held in all the wards under the Crawford 
primary law Thursday, March 15.

However, it was agteed to hold the 
primaries March 1$, because on that date will 
occur the primaries for the South Town, and 
the West Town, which contain twenty of the 
thirty-four wards. The basis of representa- 
tion in the convention was left to tbe commit- 
teemen to settle. 

When it came to the handing in of the list 
of judges and clerks for the prirnaries there 
was a hitch. Committeeman Laumers want- 
ed to know where he could find.a list of the 
regular judges. : The Chairman referred him 
to Gus Hutchings, whereupon Mr. -Laumers 
said: : 

‘*‘Gus Hutchings? Who is that fellow? He 
is not a Republican.”’ 

These remarks met with general approval. 
Com mitteeman Crawford of the Thirty-second 
Ward complained that sixteen of the Repub- 
lican judges submitted by the cgmmitteeman 
from the Thirty-second Ward had been re- 
jected because the Democratic Commissioners 
said they were too contentious.

NORMAL DIVIDED BY CHARTER ISSUE. 


The Illinois Town Excited Over the ‘Ap- 
: proaching Election. 

Normat, Ill., March 2.—[Special. ]—Excite- 
ment over the charter election next Monday 
isatahigh pitch. The issue is whether or 
not the village shall abandon its special char- 
ter, under which it was orgabized nearly 
thirty years ago, soon after the locationdiere 
of the [llinois State Normal University. The 
special charter forever bars the saloon from 
the place, and the saloon question is the all- 
absorbing feature'of the contest. Those who 
wish to discard the old charter and organize 
under the general law say that this is the only 
way in which the village, which’has now a 
population of nearly 5,000, and is growing, 
Can raise revenue sufficient to maintain the 
government and properly improve the place. 
lhe former charter limits the entire village 
tax to thirteen mills. The place has no im- 
provements, no water works, no system of 
sewers, and yet the town is goimg into debt 
deeper and deeper every year. The temper- 
ance people believe they see in the effort to 
abandon the present charter the entering 
wedge that will ultimately open the way for 
the saloon. An immense popular meeting 
was held at the rink last night for the discus- 
sion of the question.

HE SCORES MR. WING. 


ATTORNEY BOTTUM SAYSHE ARGUES 
BY USING EPITHETS 


Coughlin’s Counsel, Declares the State’s 
Champion, Calls Witnesses “ Perjurers,” 
Instead of Puncturing Their Evidence 
Strong Defense of Capt. Schuettler=e 
Medical Experts Treated to a Lively 
Turning OvereNew Assessor's Law De- 
clared Invalid=Other Court News. 


Propped up on a rail in front of- the jury 
Dr. Ewell’s work on *“ Medical J urispru- 
dence’’ was exhibited at the Coughlin trial 
yesterday. Mr. Bottum continued his speech 
as follows: 

‘It cannot be said in this case that the 
State must prove that blood found in the 
Carlson cottage was blood that flowed from 
the veins and arteries of Dr. Cronin. You 
night as well say of the first murder récord- 
ed in the Scriptures—when God said to Cain: 
‘Thy brother’s blood cried unto me frém the 
ground’—Cain might have replied: * You 
have not proved beyond a reasonable doubt 
that this blood is the blood of my brother 
Abel.’ That contention would be just as 
strong and convincing as the argument here. 

* Dr. Benson told you he did not believe in 
He did not believe if 
yon struck a man in quick succession twelve 
blows upon the head it would do him any 
more harm than if you struck him one blow. 
Do you wonder my learned friend thought 
there was something peculiar about this testi. 
mony? I think that if the life of a citizen is 
to depend upon a man who says he does not 
believe in summation of force and who says 
he believes Dr. Cronin might have died of 
sclerosis of the kidney, I think you and I 
would better emigrate to Russia. 

He Criticises Mr. Wing. 

** Brother Wing, perhaps with more zeal 
and force than he himself was aware of, 
spoke of Dr. Perkins and Dr. Egbert and re- 
ferred to them as perjurers. Now I would 
rather think there are other methods of 
analyzing the testimony of witnesses than by 
epithets: The best book on evidence is 
Greenleaf, and Greenleaf says there are two 
ways of contradicting a witness; one is by 
proving facts differently from those that are 
sworn to by .the, witness; the other by 
impeaching the chiracter of the witness. 
[ do not think it is an answer and I do not 
believe you think itisan answer to Dr. Per- 
kins and Dr. Moore to say that * they have been 
manipulated by somebody here and they tell 
falsehood.’ I think Mr. Wing was mistaken 
when he said that. Itis perhaps on my part 
an error of judgment, but I think if I had 
been in his place I would have held up the 
bright shield of the law before this defendant 
here and not inscribe upon that shield *‘ per- 
jury.’ I would haveinscribed upon it reason 
and logic and judgment and reasonable doubt 
and mistaken identification and all those talis- 
manic words that may be used legitimately, 
and I would have brought it out on that shield. 
It is an insult to human nature. It is an in- 
sult to men to suppose that forty or fifty peo- 
ple have come here deliberately, some of them 
for a turkey, some of them fora piece of old 
carpet, some of them for their mileage, and 
some of them for nothing, and wallowed 
here, putrified here, been corrupted, here with 
perjury. I say, when you take the list of wit- 
nesses that counsel will give. you and prick 
with a pin the witnesses who have, if my 
brother Wingis to be believed, committed 
‘rank perjury here,’ you will want to leave 
the domain of civilized man and retreat for 
solitude and for comfort into the dark 
junglie.”’ 

Speaking of Mr. Wing’s savage attack upon 
Capt. Schuettler Mr. Bottum said: 

* These things hurt. I, tell you they hurt. 
I may walk up and down here, and Schuettler 
may, and we will throw back our shoulders 
and we will say: * Why, it’s only the slander 
of an evil tongue that can defame me.’ The 
man who says that Schuettler® ever laid 
his hand upon a prisoner, ever laid his hand 
except in kindness upon any man who was 


not a breaker of the law, doesn’t know the 


first rudiments of Schuettler’s heart. ‘ There 
is only one witness in this case whom Schuet- 
tler has talked with who has not been Schuet- 
tlerized,’ says Mr. Wing. This epithet will 
not be to Capt. Schuettier a reproach. This 
epithet will not cast obloguy upon his wife and 
children. As the years go by, and as time 
comes with its soothing and healing infiu- 
ences, the word ‘Schuettilerized’ will be to 
him a badge of honor.”’ 
Examines Medical Testimony. 


Mr. Bottum then discussed the medical ¢es- 
timony. He analyzed it carefully. In speak- 
ing of thé murder he said: 

‘It was indignity enough that they slew the 
Irish physician. Tostrike him down in the 
full vigor of his manhood, clothed in the 
habiliments of a citizen, that would have 
been indignity enough. But to strip off his 
clothes and ca#t his bleeding body in a sewer 
—only the hand of an enemy could have done 
that. They stripped him like a matlefactor, 
but they did not dare to touch the sacred sym- 
bol of the church. Strange and wonderful 
superstition! Wonderful working of the hu- 
man mind that could put out the light in the 
inner temple and yet respect that which was a 
symbol only.

It is an effrontery 
fot a man who has shaken off the profession 
of medicine as a man would take off his coat 
to come here and’ verture an opinion with 
mén like Dr. Henrotin. Dr. Ewell has pussed 
the milestone of medicine and is now abreast 
of the milestone of law. And I would not be 
at all surprised, gentlemen, if some day Mar- 
shall D. Ewell shall be addressed by the title 
of ‘reverend.’ I only hope his theology will 
be more accurate than his medicine. 

Their Voices in Oblivion. 

‘‘T simply have to say. gentlemen, that I 
will let the Bells and Bensons take care of 
themselves and let you believe them if you 
will, But before you do I will ask you to take 
one of your number with me by your side. I 
will lead you in imagination to that little 
morgue in Lake View, May 23, 1889.

NEW ASSESSOR’S LAW Is NOT VALID. 


Judge Brentano Says the Old Statute Is the 
One to Follow. 

Judge Brentano yesterday, in passing upon 
the recent act of the Legislature providing for 
the election of Assessors in townships of not 
less than 40,000 nor more than 60,000 in- 
habitants, styled it “ obviously defective and 
invalid.” Robert R. Clarke, a Lake View 
taxpayer, prayed the Superior Court thata writ 
of mandamus should be directed to James J. 
Wilson. the.Town Clerk, commanding him to 
issue a call for the election of one Assessor as 
provided for under the general law, and that 
the act of the General Assembly should be 
declared * urtconstitutional and void.’’ This 
the court has done, and the old order of 
township affaips will now be continued so far 
as Lake View is concerned. This will result 
in a saving of several thousand dollars in the 
expenditures, as under the new law the three 
Assessors were each to receive an annual sal- 
ary of $1,200. Under the general law, which 
governs townships of not less than 40,000 nor 
more than 60,000 inhabitants, the Assessor is 
paid at the rate of $2.50 a day for the time 
occupied in the discharge of the duties of the 
office. Peoria and Lake View were the only 
townships in the State affected by the new 
law. In each the population was between the 
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numerical limits fixed by the act. An unusual 
condition of affairs, said to exist in’ Peoria, 
caused the introduction of the bill 
into the Legislature. There the Assessor, 
it was said, had beef subservient 
to the interests of certain distillery ,proprie- 
tors, and thie surest means of relief was be- 
lieved to lie in an increase in the number of 
Assessors. Three, it was argued, would be 
less likely to yield to outside influences than 
one. ‘he obvious defect in the law of 1893 
is that tnere isa lack of provision for a re- 
viewing tribunal. As to the numericai limita- 
tion in the application of the law, the court 
held that it was in opposition to the su- 
preme law of the State. He said 
in copelusion: “It is the intention of the 
Constitution that the people shall be governed 
by laws of general application to all commu- 
nities, and that they must operate equally and 
uniformly, Clearly the law in question in- 
fringes upon this provision and is in defiance 
of the spirit of the Constitution. Iam of 
opinien that the law is ‘obviously defective 
and invalid, and the peremptory writ of 
mandamus should be granted.’ Counsel in 
the case said they were satisfied and no ap- 
peal toa higher tribunal would be sought. 
Counsel forthe Town Clerk conceded that 
the salary clause of the act was repugnant to 
the Constitution. 


Ordered Not to Move Furniture. 

Marshal Hitchcock yesterday received a per- 
emptory order from the Treasury Department not 
to. move any furniture from the Federal Building 
to the new United States courtrooms in the 
Monadnock Building. Judge Woods of the United 
States Court of Appeals, which meets next 
Tuesday and expected to be in the Monadnock 
Building, asked Marshal Hitchcock to borrow 
enough furniture from Custodian Bailey to fit 
out the Court of Appeals temporarily... Mr. 
Bailey refused to entertain the idéa. tie esti- 
mates the cost of the new furniture required to 
furnish the Monaduock rooms at $50,000. Judge 
Woods telegraphed to the Department of Justice 
asking if some arrangement could not be made 
by which sufficient furniture could be secured, 
either as a loan from the Treasury Department 
or otherwise, to equip the Court of Appeals for 
next Tuesday. The Judge left for, his home at 
Indianapolis last evening without receiving any 
answer to his telegram, He said he thought the 
difficulty would be adjusted soon at Washington.

TELEPHONES WORKED BY A SLOT DEVICE 


Chicago Company Incorporated to Put the 
Scheme in Operation. 

The Illinois Telephone Controller company 
has been incorporated with a capital stock of 
$250,000. The headquarters will be in Chi- 
cago. The incerporators are Alfred T. Baker, 
Henry W. Buckingham, and Benton Sturges. 
The *‘ controller:’” is a dime in a slot device 
by which the ‘telephone is operated. It re- 
quires no attention and any one can work it. 
A nickel-plated box four inches long by two 
and a half inches wide is fastened on the side 
of an ordinary telephone box, which it locks. 
By dropping a dimein the slot the bell lever 
is released and the telephone is ready for use. 
If the line is reported busy by the operator 
there is adevice which allows the patron to 
receive his dime back, so he either makes 
connection or his money is returned. The 
‘tcontroller”’ will be applied to the boxes in 
all stations and also in hotels or railroad sta- 
tions: The device has been successfully in- 
troduced in Washington, D.C. The Chicago 
company ‘has received the rights for the 
United States and will introduce the machine 
in all the large cities.

She Who! Thinks Is Quite as Capable of 
Becoming a Good Wife as She Who Is 
Not Blessed with a Mind=The Day 
When the “Blue Stocking” Terrorized 
Her Male Associates Is Long PasteEvi- 
dence ofan Active Brain No Bar to 


Domestic Affection. / 
Now. let the intellectual woman’ pluck up 
heart of grace and return fervent thanks to 
heaven for her mind. Dr. Junius Henri 
Browne, who has had much to say concerning 
the gentier sex during the | last few years, has 
‘‘taken his pen in hand” for the purpose of 
proving that she who thinks ‘s lovable, and in 
the current number of Worthington’s Maga- 
zine performs his task ina manner that should 
please no one more than the intellectual 
woman herself, : 

At present it is not easy to go into society 
at all in any settled or sizable city without 
encountering women mentally gifted or wide- 
ly read, noted authors, or brilliant conversa- 
tionalists, women distinguished for intellect- 
ual attaininents of some sort, he says. Lit- 
erature has. grown to be thefashion with both 
sexes everywhere, distinctly in the republic, 
where feminine authors are as numerous as 
masculine authors, and often fully as capable. 
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on them two or three generations since; 
but they are, on the contrary, as attractive in 
person, manners, and dress as any one would 
wish. They aye genéraily surrounded by ad- 
miring men, very ready to fall in love with 
them if the least encouraged, 

Have the men or the women changed in. the. 
last forty or fifty years? Perhaps toth have. 
But surely the intellectual and literary wom- 
en of today are not. diverse from any weil- 
bred, interesting women we meetiunless they 
an added charm of understanding 
and grace of speech. They would be 
diverse were they egotistic, inflated, pe- 
dantic, so painfully, erudite as not to 
be turned aside from the presentation of sub- 
jects they were absorbed in,as their prede- 
cessors are supposed to have been. It may be 
that the contemporaneous blue-stockings— 
these are probably silk, and not blue—are so 
much less rare than they used to be; are now 
so much a part of society that they have sur- 
rendered the affectation and self-importance 
which once signalized them. They do not 
now assume any air of superiority, or expect 
any homage for their talents. ‘They do not 
talk of theirtheories, their plans, or perform- 
ances. They do ft convey the slightest hint 
of their scholarship or tendency. 

Conceal Their Bookishness. 


One may talk with them a whole evening 
without learning by any slip of their tongue 
that they have ever read a book or written a 
line. 

They are of the world, worldly, not of the 
ink, inky, in which we have been told they 
are so deeply, so indelibly dyed. They own 
the fine tact, the delicate intuition, the quick, 
warm sympathy for which the highest and 
best of their sex have always been proverbial. 
They allow their intellect, their culture to 
suffuse and irradiate their manners and their 
speech, their complete intercourse with 
friends and acquaintances, instead of direct- 
ing it in one channel to surprise and dazzlea 
few attentive listeners or a miscellaneous 
company. 

The factis that men generally do not set 
much store by a woman's intellect, unless 
they are accustomed to intellectual women’s 
society. When. they are they find her so 
greatly improved, so increased in interest, so 
agreeable a companion that they are speedily 
converted to new opinions. Many of them 
are led to admire her; they discover a fresh 
charm in her, without perceiving the cause 
thereof. Suddenty it dawns on them that she 
has an excellent mind; that she has thought 
‘and read deeply and broadly, and that her mind 
is her chief allurement. After that 
they cannot be satisfied with mere amiabil- 
ity,. nice manners. unadulterated common- 
place. They are disqualified for the aver- 
age woman. 
ing, fragrant fruit of her spirit; and sense, 
unless relieved by something higher, has lost 
its power, They may be latein coming to ap- 
preciate her; but theirappreciation is a strong 
bond of attachment and cannot easily be un- 
loosed. ; 

When you heara man refer slightingly or dis- 
paragingly to intellectual women you may be 
confident that he has either known only some 
very poor specimens or has judged them by 
rumor. If he has had associations with the 
contemporaneous, the genuine womanly class, 
he has but words of praise for them. Intel- 
lect helps them in every way; broadens and 
elevates thein; deepens and intensifies their 
sex ; gives them a background that sets them 
off pictorially, radiantly, permanently.

the blood and bid the pulses leap‘ in the way 
that youth delights in, Butthey do and can, 
in these plastic days. They are the three 
needed women in one, who can command and 
concentrate man’s errant fancies snd mold 
them into devotion. They do not always 
talk platitudes or move in the same petty 
round from day to day, from week to week, 
from month to month, wearying with monot- 
ony and iteration, cloying with affectionate- 
ness that is never varied by a flash of temper 
or a note of opposition. 

Intellect prevents irksdineness, boredom, 
stagnation. It clears the atmosphere. draws 
out the electric current, regulates the tem- 
perature to suit the dominant mood. It is al- 
ways socially welcome and bracing. It lifts 
the tone of the drawing-room and sharpens 
encountering wits. It produces rivalry and 
imitation. It transforms by degrees ordinary 
circles into something better and higher, and 
establishes a standard that is aimed at. One 
intellectual woman in a set leavens 
the whole. Her very. presence  discour- 
ages gossip and small personalities, her 
emanations are healthful and inspiving, her 
exainple infuses gtrength and gruacefulness. 
And she is interesting, beside, not only to 


clever men but to those who are rather dull. 


The dull fellows who are biased against, wom- 
en of her rank and jeer at them are drawn to 
her, and laud her without knowing why. They 
do not perceive that she is intellectual; but 
they fee! that she is attractive. They hang 
around her and dangle after her, She is so 
cqurteous and tactful that, much as they tire 
her, they never imagine it; and, so gracious 
is she, she hardly adinits it to herself, 
Makes a Good Wife, 


When she is rather’ plain than pretty she is 
often thought very pretty because her man- 
ners are so fine, and her understanding is so 
clear that she neglects no one, and_ is consid- 
erate toall. Sheis almost always elegant in 
appearance and bearing, for her mind ani- 
whole body and embraces the 
smallest details. She has the latter half of 
the nineteenth century spirit, whichis too 
broad and sympathetic to pertnit her to re- 
serve her faculties for her own benefit. Be* 
ing asshe is.,she is imperatively lovable, 
though her excellent judgment debars her 
from playing the coquette or arranging emo- 
tional situations. 

Some men are addicted to saying of an in- 
tellectual woman of this kind:. “She is de- 
lightful to flirt with, but who would want to 
marry her? She knows altogether too much. 
She sees through things and. could not be 
humbugged. . Her husband would never have 
any peace or rest. She would wake him up 
at 3 o'clock in the thorn to tell him of the 
new light she had just caught, ina dream, on 
the second part of * Faust.’ ”’ 

This is precisely what she-would not do sat 
3 o'clock in the morning, or 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, or any other time of the day. She 
is not, as has been, said, inclined to pedantry, 
oro force her opinions, literary or other. 
wise, on anybody. She could not be hum- 
bugged, it is true; but she would allow per- 
sons to believe they could humbug her, and 
would never disturb their vanity by disabusing 
them. She does not know too much—no man 
or woman can—but she knows more than any 
one could who is capable of n@€ing 80 silly a 
remark. She knows enough not to parade her 
knowledge, or to be in the least pretentious, 
which is far above the average. 

She would not only make a good wife, she 
does make a good wife. She and her spiritual 
sisters are good wives all over the land, The 
men who have married thém areever congrat- 
ulating themselves on their rare luck in get- 
ting them. These are true helpmates, genu- 
ine partners, charming companions. ‘Their 
husbands do not go to sleep on the sofa after 
dinner because they wish to forget themsel ves, 
to shut out their wives’ wearisome babble. 
Nor do they repair to the club in the 
evening to prove that ‘‘all the comforts 
ofa home” is a severely ironical phrase. 
They are not,as the phfase is, tied to their 
wife’s apron string; but they sufficiently ap- 
preciate and enjoy her society not to desert 
her for inferior company. ‘they are at home 
at other times than after midnight, at break- 
fast.and, dinner. They have quiet héurs in 
the library; they visit their friends, the thea- 
ters, the picture galleries, and hear music to- 
gether.
